Information Lodged Against 
New York Mayor With a 
Police Magistrate by Ralph 
Pulitzer for Charging That 
His Father Amassed $50,- 
000,000 by Blackmail and 
Indecency. 


Court Reserves Action 
on Question of Jurisdiction 


Charge Made in Brooklyn 
and Published in New York 
County—Counsel Answers 
Objections of Magistrate 
and Cites Cases—State- 
ment Made by Ralph Pu- 
litzer. 





NEW YORK, March 12.—Ralph Pu- 
litzer lodged an information before 
Magistrate Kernochan in Essex Mar- 
ket Court yesterday charging Mayor 
William J. Gaynor with criminal libel in 
defaming the memory of his father, the 
late Joseph Pulitzer. 

Magistrate Kernochan agreed to hear 
the application and took the case under 
advisement, after three other city Magis- 
trates; on one excuse or another, had 
declined to entertain Mr. Pulitzer’s com- 


plaint, 

The complaint was accompanied by 
three supporting affidavits. 

On. Feb. 4 Mayor Gaynor spoke before 
the South Brooklyn Boa-d of Trade. 
lHiis speech was reported by two execu- 
tive stenographers in the city’s employ 
end under direction of the Mayor, given 
by them to the Various newspapers for 
publication. 

In that speech, so reported, the Mayor, 
teferring to Joseph Pulitzer, said he 
“had amassed a fortune of $50, 000,000 by. 
blackmail and indecency.” 

The complaint had been previously 
‘presented to Magistrate Kernochan on 
Monday, who theh objected to the form 
of the information, 
Was based on that used in a case re- 
cently passed on in the higher courts. 
In the re-submission of the matter Mr. 
Howard Taylor and Mr. James W. Os- 
borne, counsel for the complainant, con- 
formed to fhe requirements stated by the 
magistrate. 

Court Is tn peabe. 

When Magistrate Kernochan called up 
the matter at the close of the session 
yesterday afternoon the papers were 
submitted. On reading them the Court 
‘announced that he would not take any 
action for two or three days as he was 
in: doubt whether there was a crime of 
libel and whether, if there was a crime, 
i: fell within the jurisdiction of the 
county of New York. 

Arguments were heard f!n open court 
on the points raised. Magistrate Ker- 
nochan then adjourned further proceed- 
Ings ‘until 4 o'clock. Friday afternoon 
when they will be reopeued in the court- 
room at old police headquarters 300 
Mulberry street. 

A statement by Ralph Pulitzer: 

“The complaint which I have filed 
charging Mr. Gaynor with criminal libel 
is based upon his-~ published assertion 
that my father, the late Joseph Pulitzer, 
‘had amassed a fortune: of $50,000,000 by 
blackmail and indecency.’ 

“I wish to emphasize the fact that I 
have not initiated this proceeding be- 
cause.of any libel of which Mr. Gaynor 
may have been guilty either against me 
or against the New York World, and 
that the World is in no way whatsoever 
connected with this case. 

“The World is entirely indifferent to 
any libel which Mr. Gaynor may have 
uttered against it, and I am equally in- 
cifferent to any libel which he may 
have uttered against me. 

Reason for Delay. 

“But I cannot stand by and have Mr. 
Gaynor wantonly accuse my dead father 
of having been a blackmailer without 
doing all in my power to defend his 
memory and secure the punishment of 
his libeler. 

“| consider the present to be the 
proper time to open the proceeding. Had 
it been opened sooner it might have been 
confused in some minds with the recent 
subway controversy and might have 
complicated the very important public 
questions connected with that contro- 
versy. 

“At the: present time, when the su>- 
way controversy is practically settled, 
this proceeding cannot be mistaken for 
anything but a clean cut case standing 
on its own merits—an attempt on my part 
to secure the conviction and punishment 
«f Mr. Gaynor for criminal libel in ac- 
cusing my dead father of having been 
a blackmalier. 

“It has been my desire to avoid any 
publicity in this case save that which 
would necessarily attend the customary 
Fublic court proceedings, but through no 
fault of my own the facts must become 
public before these proceedings have 
been reached. 

“Finally I may add that after the 
omazing experience through which [ 
have been in the past few days in trying 
to find ah unsubservient Magistrate to 
administer justice, I am determined ne 
to be baiked by any legal quibble or 
‘ technicality, but to go to the highest 
competent to take cognizance of

Clarkson said his first knowledge of 
the relations between Conn and Mrs 
Clarkson came when he intercepted a 
letter written to the woman by Conn, 
who was then serving a sentence in 
the prison at Waupun, Wis., for a rol- 
bery committed in Milwaukee. It was 
a love letter, though moderate in tone, 
for the necessity of which moderation 
the writer expressed regret. Reference 
was made to the ‘‘receitfulness’’ of some 
other woman whose name does not ap 
pear in the letter, and ‘“‘Mabel” (Mrs. 
Clarkson) was thanked for a pair of 
slippers which she had sent to him at 
the prison. 

Clarkson wrote to Conn at Waupun 
and asked him to leave Mrs. Clarkson 
alone. Conn replied that his intentions 
were perfectly honorable. 

Clarkson married 12 years ago when

while acting as a jail missionary and her 
cevotion to him developed from her ate 
tempts to reform him, according to her 
husband. 

In due’ time Conn was released from 
prison and returned to Chicago. He 
»rofessed religion and frequently visited 
the Clarkson home. His interest in the 
housewife and her interest in him, how- 
ever, became-so apparént that ever the" 
‘hildren noticed it and told their father 
that they were afraid that Conn would 
“try to marry mamria.”’ Clarkson tried 
to break up the attachment without 
avail. He was accused of unjust and un- 
manly suspicions. 


Cast Lot With the Criminal. 
The break came last Christmas eve. 


That night the missionary met Cont 
end Mrs. Clarkson and another couple 
on the North Side. He asked his wife 
to decide finally whether she would go 
with him or Conn. 

“I'll go with Mr. Conn,” she replied. 

Clarkson did not return home at once, 
but when he did he found the quartet 
there ahead of him. He ordered them to 
leave the place, and while he was argu- 
ing his wife went to a bedroom and 
emerged with one of the younger chil- 
dren. She dashed from the house, fol- 
lowed by her friends. Clarkson gave 
chase, but failed to overtake them. 

Later the child was returned. The 
clergyman found it, “like a parcel,” 
Iving on the front porch. Clarkson saw

‘ “Two weeks ago,”’ related the mission- 
ary, “‘she called up over the telephone 
and asked if she might“see the babies. 
She would not tell me where she was. 
She wouldn’t answer questions as to her 
condition and said she only wanted to 
look upon her children once again.

PROHIBITION IS FEARED 


Opposition Also Sees 60,000 Ne- 
gro Women in Missouri Voting 
Republican Ticket.

FERSON CITY, March 12.—Several Sen- 
etors, among them Busby of Carroll 
County, McClintic of Monroe County 
and Hawkins of Greene County, who 
promised to vote for the woman's 
suffrage resolution, appear to have 
undergone a change ot heart with- 
in the past few days. It is now pro- 
posed to amend the votes-for-women 
resolution in such a manner as to bring 
about its defeat, or at least make it un- 
satisfactory to the advocates of equal 

suffrage. 

The resolution will be called for final 
consideration in the Senate tomorrow. 
It went to engrossment by a decisive 
majority two weeks ago. Since that time 
political considerations seem to have 
colored the viewpoint of influential lead- 
ers among the Democratic majority. 

The opinion is privately expressed by 
recent converts to the opposition that if 
equal suffrage became a reality in Mis- 
souri the ballot would be placed in the 
hands of 60,000 negro women. Of this 
number it is estimated that 2,000 live 
in St. Louis alone and fully 80 per cent 
of them would vote the Republican 
ticket. Another objection is that state- 
wide prohibition might follow the adop- 
tion of woman's suffrage. 

Plans to Beat Resolution. 

Two plans are under way to beat the 
resolution. One is to offer an amend- 
ment with a “grandfather clause,’”’ pro- 
viding educational qualifications for 
voters, and the other is a poll tax pro- 
viding that women must pay poll taxes 
to qualify as voters.

“Rather than, have the resolution is 
ft stands altered,”’ said Mrs.

10 QUST COUSIN 
AS EXECUTOR 


Alleges He Has Made False 
Statements in Handling Es- 
tate of Their Uncle. 








. Miss Louise Loker of 4184 West Belle 
Place, filed. a petition in the Probate 
Court Wednesday asking that her cou- 
sin, David C. Loker of 5225 Fairmount 
avenue, be .removed as executor of tne 
estate of their uncle, George H. Loker, 
who died in January, 1912. 

The Lokers are members of .an old 
and socially prominent St. Louis .fam- 
ily. George H. Loker, a noted cotillion 
leader, was for many Years known as 
the Beau Brummel of St. Louis. 

Under Loker’s will, Miss Louise Loker 
was made residuary legatee with an in- 
come of about $1500 a year from the es- 
tate. 

Alleges False Statements, 

In her petition, filed by Attorney Doug- 
jas W. Robert, Miss. Loker alleges that 
David C. Loker made false statements 
to the Probate Court In his second semi- 
annual settlement of the estate last 
Monday. 

In his report, she alléges, he said that 
he collected rents from February to Oc- 
tober, 1912, whereas he failed to account 
for $66.50 in rents which he collected in 
January, 1912. ; 

Miss Loker also charges that.’ her 
cousin failed to account for a $1000 life 
insurance policy turned over to him by 
George H. Loker for the purpose of pay- 
ing. George H. Loker’s debts. She al- 
leges that David C. Loker paid some of 
the debts out of the proceeds of the 
policy, but put in a claim as executor 
for the amount so paid, thus, in reality 
appropriating the policy to his own uses. 

“False Representation.” 

Miss Loker further alieges that David 
C. Loker took unwarranted credit for 
the payment of $133 to ‘Vard B. Chit- 
tenden and falsely represented that he 
had paid $600 to Charles C. ‘Collier. 

The fact, she says, is that George H. 
Loker executed to Chittenden a note 
for $600, drawn by the Easton and 
Taylor Trust Co. On March 12, 1912, she 
says, this note was stamped ‘“‘paid’’ by 
the trust company. She alleges that 
Loker retained possessicn of it and 
tsed it as collateral in borrowing money 
from the Unton Station Bank. In his 
final settlement, she charges, he repre- 
sented the note as a claim of Charles 
C.“Collier against the estate on a loan 


of $500. 





ANTI-LOAN SHARK BILL 
PASSED BY THE SENATE

Busby ariti-loan shark bill to require 
money lenders to take out a license and 
fixing the maximum interest rate at 2 
per cent a month, was passed unan- 
imously by the Senate today.

PENALTIES UPHELD 
IN SUPREME COURT 


Upholding of Cummings Fine of 
$500 Paves Way for Prose- 
cution of Handbooks. 


POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, March 12.—The Su- 
preme Court of Missouri today removed 
@ barrier which for a long time has 
prevented the police gambling squad 
from obtaining the conviction of hand- 
book men when it affirmed the finding 
of the Criminal Court of St. Louis that 
proof by an eyewitness that horse races, 
on which bets are recorded.are run, is 
not necessary. 

The Court affirmed the judgment of the 
Criminal Court of St. Louis in two 
convictions, one for racehorse betting 
and one for policy betting, and reversed 
and remanded for trial another case 
which had been dismissed on a de- 
murrer. 

In a decision by Judge Brown, the 
case of Joseph Cummings,’ who was 
convicted on the charge of receiving a 
$2 bet on a horse race conducted a: 
Louisville,-Ky., was affirmed. Cum- 
mings was fined $500 and he must pay. 

Edward A. Hilton, who was convicted 
of conducting a policy game at 932 Sid- 
ney street and was sentenced to serve 
three years, must serve his Sentence. 
With Sylvester Scharpiat, Hilton was 
arrested for running a policy game, and 
three policemen seized wall sheets aa‘ 
policy bobks. Hilton was tried first and 
convicted. 

The Court reversed the action of the 
the lower court in the case against 
Frank Becker, Jacob Wuest and Ber- 
nard Bender; who were charged with 
conducting a lottery scheme. The low- 
er court sustained a demurrer to the’ 
Circuit Attorney's petition. This is 
overruled and the trial court is directed 
to try the case. 

The court through Judge Walker in 
the’ Hilton case, sustains the consti- 
tutionality of Section 4770, which pro- 
hibits lotteries or policy games and 
betting. The point was raised by the 
attorneys for Joseph Cummings that 
it was not definitely shown that the 
race upon which Cummings received 
the policemen’s $2 bet was held at 
Louisville. - 

“A court which would solemnly decree 
that it cannot judiciousiy know facts 
which are well Known to all its con- 
stituents would thereby furnish sub- 
stantial reason for its recall?’ said 
Judge Brown. 

The Supreme Court affirmed the fol- 
lowing St. Louis cases: William E. 
Richardson, convicted of suborning a 
perjury and sentenced to seven years 
in the penitentiary. 

Julius A. Gerhardt, convicted of get- 
ting property under false pretenses and 
sentenced to serve two and one-half 
years. 

Potice Expect to Renew Activity 
Against Handbooks. 

Chief Young was highly pleased with 
the decision in the case of Cummings. 
He said the efforts of the gambling 
squad to stop handbooks in, St. Louis 
had been seriously handicapped by tech- 
nichalities, such as the one decided. 

The contention of the bookmakers that 
it was necessary for the State to pro- 
duce *witnesses who had seen the race 
on which bets were recorded was sus- 
tained several years ago by former Cir- 
cuit Judge George Williams. The police 
Stopped making arrests on the theory 
that convictions were impossible. The 
police had no funds with which to bear 
the expense of bringing witnesses from 
race tracks to help them make their 
cases. rt heey 

In the latter part of 1911 the gambling 
squad again became active and arrested 
several alleged bookmakers, among 
them Joseph Cummings, who conducted 
a cigar store at 922 Pine street. He 
was taken with seven other men who 
were in his place. 

Cummings, through his attorney, set 
up the technical defense that the police 
were unable to prove by eyewitnesses 
that a race in Louisville on which Cum- 
mings was alleged to have accepted bets 
had been run. Judge Withrow overruled 
the demurrer and a jury found Cum- 
mings guilty. 

With the technical barrier removed, 
Chief Young says the gambling squad 
will renew war on the handbooks imme- 
diately.

THOUSAND CASES | 


OF MEASLES HERE 
SPREAD, 100 ADAY 


There are a thousand cases of measles 
in St. Louis, according to Dr. C. M. 
Woodruff, chief diagnostician of the 
Health Department. He says they have 
been increasing for the last 10 or 15 days 
at the rate of 100 cases a day. 

The cause, Dr. Woodruff says, is lax 
enforcement of the law requiring isola- 
tion of measles patients, partly due to 
parents administering home treatment 
without calling in physicians. 

Reports of measles began coming in 
about Feb. 1. Very soon they were com- 
ing in at the rate of ® a day. The num- 
ber increased to 140 a day. Recently the 
average has been about 100 new cases 4 
aay. 

In some cases children with mild cases 
of the disease are permitted to play with 
other children or even to go to school 
before the communicable stage has been 
passed. Children from.families in which 
the disease has appeared also are al- 
lowed to go to school. Dr. Woodruff is 
satisfied there are many more, cases 
than have been reported. Many pupils 
are away from school as a result of the 
disease.

steer. It is a mistake to think that 
a goat can thrive on scrap iron and 
broken glass. He may manage to live 
on the bark of a tree, but he will not 
make a good roast afterwards. 

‘Tt takes a keen butcher to tell the 
difference between a goat and a sheep 
when the two have been slaughtered and 
dressed. And some shrewd butchers 
know this. It is perhaps the reason 
why so many stray goats find their way 
into the National Stockyards. Even- 
‘tually these same goats find their way 
to the the dinner table marked “lamb’’ 
or “mutton,” 

“Tf goat meat was established on the 
market, I think it would sell for about 
11 cents for yearlings when lamb is 
selling at 14 cents a pound. That would 
be a top price for goat. In fact, the 
prices of both might come down con- 
siderably because any increase we 
would have in the food supply would 
tend to bring about a general reduction 
of prices.

Six candidates for the Board of Free- 
holders and three candidates for the 
Board of Education were nominated by 
the Democratic city convention at 
Knights of Columbus Hall Tuesday even- 
ing. The six candidates for the Board 
of Freeholders and two candidates for 
the Board of Education nominated by 
the Republican city convention a week 
ago were ratified by the Democratic 
convention, thus completing the two bi- 
partisan tickets, with the exception of 
the thirteenth candidate for the Board 
of Freeholders. 

The Republican City convention nom- 
inated C. E. Udell, a manufacturer, for 
the Board of Freeholders. This nomi- 
nation was made subject to the ap- 
proval of the Democratic City Commit- 
tee. The Republican convention had 
been advised by lawyers that the city 
committees could not make nomina- 
tions, and that it would be necessary 
to nominate complete tickets by con- 
ventions. : 

Committees to Fill Vuacanctes. 

Both the Democratic and Republican 
City, Committees were empowered by 
the conventions to fill vacancies. They 
will have a joint meeting to agree upon 
the thirteenth candidate and to fill any 
vacancies that may arise. 

Eleven candidates were placed before 
the Democratic convention for che 
Board of Freeholders, the six having 
the highest vote being declared the 
nominees. The candidates and the Voie 
they received were: Jesse McDonald, 3il; 
Frederick D. Gardner, 284; Thomas J. 
Rowe, 269: Frederick N. Judson, 23042; 
Samuel Rosenfeld, 222%; Thomas J. Da'i- 
ton, 202; R. S. Colndén, 140; A. O. Rule, 
121; John Wuhifing, 844%; John Padberg, 
40; L. B. Pendleton, 28. 

Eight candidates aspired to the Board 
of Education nominations. The candi- 
dates and the vote they received were:

Norvell to Atd Simon. 
Dr. John H. Simon, the successful can- 


didate for the Democratic nomination 
for Mayor, and Saunders Norvell, de- 
teated candidate, appeared before the 
convention and made speeches. Norvell 
pledged his support to Simon, and added 
that he hoped the 15,000 strangers who 
crossed over the line into the Demo- 
cratic party to help nominate its candi- 
dates would be found voting the ticket 
April 1. 

The Republican city convention, which 
reassembled at Louisiana Hall, nominat- 
ed Isaac H. Sawyer, financial agent and 
former manufacturer, to take the place 
of former Judge George H. Shields on 
the Board of Freeholders. Judge Shields 
declined the nomination because his wife 
is in bad health. 

A movement was started in. the Dem- 
ocratic convention to turn down the 
nomination for the Board of Education 
of August H. Kuhs, real estate agent 
and former beer salesman, but it did 
not succeed. Many of the Republican 
leaders were eager to eliminate Kulhs, 
not only on account of ‘his former 
brewery. cohnection, but because he 
was nominated through the influence 
of Charles (Cap) Troll, former lid club 
promotr, and George Riechmann, a 
saloon. keeper.

D vs: DUNN of Cleveland, O., was disqualified in the third round of

his bout with Benny McGovern, the St. Louis featherweight, Tuesday 

night at the Future City Athletic Club because he failed to observe 
the rule against hitting while holding. Before the bout began I explained 
this rule to Dunn more particularly than to McGovern because the latter- has 
been boxing here for a long time and knows what is required, whereas Dunn 
is a@ newcomer in the local ring, this being his first bout. 


Before being sent to their corners for 
the beginning of the bout both boxers 
said they understood the instructions. 


Despite this fact when the first round | 
Was scarcely more than half a minute 
old Dunn wrapped his glove about Mc- 
Govern’s left wrist and then hooked 
McGovern a number of blows.to the 
head with his left hand. I stopped this 
as soon as possible and explained to 
Dunn what he had been doing and 
warned him against it. 

The warning given Dunn, however, 
was not effective and before the round 
had ended he had again violated the 
rule, but in a different manner, some- 
times wrapping his hand about McGov- 
ern’s body, arm or neck; at the same 
time hitting with the free hand. At the 
end of this round I went to Dunn’s cor- 
ner and told him that he was violating 
the rules, and that if he continued do- 
ing so I would be obliged to disqualify 
him. His answer was that he did not 
mean to do so, but forgot himself and 
couldn't help it. 

It may be that Dunn did not mean to 
do it, but a referee cannot, if he does 
his duty, permit a continuance of foul 
work merely because a boxer’ does not 
mean it, if that foul work is to the 
divadvantage of the boxer in a bout who 
is observing the rules. 

I was sérry to deprive members of the 
club of any part of their entertain- 
ment, but a referee is there to see that 
the rules are observed and invoke a 
penalty when they are not, even the 
extreme penalty of disqualification when 
it appears necessary. 


McGovern Was Leading. 

So far as the bout went McGovern 
had decidedly the best of it, showing 
more speed and acience and landing by 
far the greater number of blows. The 
first round was even enough, with both 
boxers landing some hard punches, but 
beginning with the second round Mc- 
Govern took charge and drove his op- 
ponent.about the ring with well-direct- 
ed blows to the head and body anid 
forcing Dunn to clinch to avoid punish. 
ment. In the early part of this round 
McGovern staggered Dunn with a right 
cross to the jaw. 

Then, without the loss of a second’s 
time, McGovern, who certainly had been 
quick to see his advantage, closed in on 
his opponent and battered him with 
hooks and uppercuts, but he was unable 
to place one just right or with force

The St. Louis inquiry, like that in the 
her cities named, was made by women 
presentatives of the Bureau of Com- 
arce and Labor.

Meaning of “Adrift.” 


This word “adrift” has been much 
Meard in the Chicago investigation, 
hich is being made under the aus- 
Mices of the State Government of Illi- 
bis, and is being conducted by Lieuten- 
mt-Governor O’Hara. In view of the 
t that its meaning is generally mis- 
nderstood, the adoption of this term Is 
Hlieved to have been unfortunate. 
As the Federal Government investi- 
tors used the term, and as the IIli- 
sis investigators have used it, an em- 
byed girl ‘“‘adrift’’ is merely one who 
not living at home, but in a boarding 
br rooming house. But the term has 
understood by the public in an- 
other sense, and this has greatly con- 
ft i the public understanding with re- 
spect to the actual findings of the in- 
' vestigators. 
As to St. Louis, the Government's 
women investigators reported 3950 out of 
6000 retail store girls as living at home, 
while the remaining 1050 were ‘‘adrift"’ 
or in places of residence other than 
their homes. 
Earnings Given to Family. 


The 1050 reported as “adrift,”’ and re- 
ceiving an average of $7.51 a week, were 
reported as paying an average of $3.98 
@ week for ‘focd, shelter, heat, Jight 
and laundry.” 

Of the young women living at home 
‘and earning an average of $6.37 weekly, 
more than three-fourths were found to 
be given their entire earnings to their 
families. As a class, they pay their 
farailies an average of $5.29 out of their 


ported as “‘adrift,’’ dr away from home, 
these were said to receive an average 
of $8.17 a week, while those who live 
at home receive $8.05; The cost of board | 
or of shelter, food, heat, light and laun- 
dry was reported at $4.77 a week for 
Chicago. The average amount paid to 
the family by those who live at home in 
Chicago was reported at $6.49. 


Cost of Living. to GirI!s. 

Of the seven cities investigated, Bos- 
ton led with the highest cost of “board 
and laundry.’’ The average Boston ex- 
penge for shelter, food, heat, light and 
laundry, was reported at $5.05 weekly, 
while the average for the seven cities 
Was $4.43. This exvense was highest in 
Boston, Chicago and St. Louis, in the 
order named. As this dia not include 
clothing, car fare and incidental ex- 
penses, it was said that “in many in- 
stances the reader will find between the 
expenditures for current and incidental 
necessaries and the average of earnings 
little or no margin for clothes.”’ 


Dieting to Buy Clothes. 
The inference of the report was that 
the direct conection between the womun 
employed in the department store and 
the traffic in fallen women is through 
the cost of dress. This case was given 
as typical: 
“It is but the impulse of the self-re- 
specting to put the best foot forward. 
"You see I am dieting,’ said a frail 
| slip of a department store girl, as she 
held out her tray upon which the cafe- 
teria cashier, in the presence of the 
bureau agent, put a 2-cent check, cov- 
ering the cost of the girl’s lunch, a 
small dish of tapioca. She may. have 
been dieting, but the evidences were pa- 
thetically against the need thereof and 
there were other things telling other 
tales to the thdughtful observer. The 
girl’s shoes, waist and skirt were plain- 
ly getting weary of well-doing, and to 
hold her position as saleswoman,: they 
must soon be replaced. Was she findivg 
& way?’ 
Nothing was added to show that the 
girl had found any other way than that 
of cutting down her food to the lowest 
possible point. 
It was said in dismissing her fror 
the report, that “she is given not as 
an illustration of the majority, but as 
a@ type of many whose earnings are 1n- 
adequate. 

Problem of Clothing. 

After women “adrift” were defined a3 
those not living with their parents, or 
whose parents are more a hindrance | 
than a help, the question of clothing 
was revived, as a question of how a 
girl can dress herself, When her family 
takes all her income. On this pofnt 
it was sald: 
“It is doubted if anything in the whole 
report is more significant than the large 
percentage of the women wage earners, 
living at home, who were turning into 
the family fund all their earnings. (f 
the women reported in New York stores. 
84.3 per cent of those reported in New 
York factories, 88.1 per cent, contribute’ 
all their earnings; and in Chicago and 
St. Louis the percents were only slight- 
ly smaller.’ 
The report left it doubtful ‘whether,

In the seven cities investigated it ap- 
peared the wages of shop girls were 
fixed on the theory that part of their 
living would be supplied by their par- 
ents. It was said that when saleswom- 
en were advertised for, preference was 
given to those “living at home,’’ with 
a view to Keeping down the average 
wage level. “The attitude of many de- 
partment store employers,’’ it was said, 
“‘would indicate that the partially sup- 
ported girl is the sole agent determin- 
ing the wage level for herself as well 
as for. her self-supporting sister.” 

‘Case of “Edith R.” 

This, it was said, has led to deceit 
on the part of women applying for po- 
sitions. In the case of ‘‘Edith R.’’ it 
was said that she reported herself liv- 


ing with her aunt, but neglected to add. 


that her aunt did not live in the city. 
Another girl reported that her parents 
were dead, and was refused employ- 
ment. The superintendent reversed 
his decision when she explained that 
she “lived with a married sister.”” The 
girl had invented the married sister on 
the spur of the moment. 


On the final summary for all seven 
cities, 1391 cases were reported on as 
typical of wages paid according to ex- 
perience and length of service. The 
average weekly earnings for those em- 
ployed under one year are given at 
$4.69; eight years, and under 10, at $9.27; 
10 years and under 12, $9.82. With an ex- 


perience of under four years for not}; 


quite half of all employed, their high- 
est weekly wages was reported at $6.27. 
The highest average of weekly wages 
réported was $13.33 for those employed 
over 16 and less than 21 years. After 
this length of service, wages were re- 
ported as decreasing with increasing 
age.

AND WOUNDS HER 


Man Discharges Air Gun at Blaze 
in Grate Just as,Child Gets 
in Way. 





According to her evening custom, 
Mary Miller, 3 years old, ran to fetch 
Lines Remaley’s slippers when he re- 
turned from work Tuesday at a rolling 
mill and sat down before the fire in his 
home at 3528 North Broadway. The lit- 
tle girl’s father, Fred Miller; her moth- 
er and and another child live at the 
same address. Remaley also has a wife 
and two small children. 

Mary got from 4 closet an old air- 


iifle, with which the children were ac- 


customed to play. Carrying it to Rem- 
aley, she begged him to “shoot the fire 
out.’’ 

He says he pointed the weapon at the 
fire and pulled the trigger several times, 
and that the baby laughed to see how 
the puffs of air sent spurts of smoke 
end sparks flying in the grate. 

To enjoy the game at closer range, 
Mary ran nearer the fire, and placed 
herself between the muzzle of the gun 
and the grate at the moment when 
Remaley once more pulled the trigger. 
At the snap of the gun she burst into 
a cry. 

Thinking she was frightened, Remaley 
took her in his arms and told her to be 
a big, brave girl. But she continued to 
weep, and her mother, hearing her cries, 
found that she had been shot in the 
ubdomen. ’ 

How a shot happened to be in the rifle 
is a puzzle to both families. Miller said 
he thought one of the children found a 
shot and put it in one of the chambers 
of the rifle. 

Miller, who was at home, carried the 
little girl about the neighborhood look- 
ing for a doctor. Finding none,’ he took 
her to the North End dispénsary, from 
which she was sent-to the city hospital. 
Physicians there said that the ball pen- 
etrated the abdominal wall, but that 
they would wait 24 hours before decid- 
ing whether an operation to remove it 
would be necessary. 

Remaley, weeping, was taken to the 
North Market Street Police Station. 
When the circumstances of the accident 
were learned, he was released.

GOES FROM MEXICO TO 
ALASKA TO BE TRIED 


Ten-Year-Old Killing, Passed 

Up at Time, Subject for 

Indictment. 

SEATTLE, Wash., March 12.—Jo- 
seph McDonald, general manager of 
the Consolidated Mining and Milling 
Co. at Guanajuato, Mexico, who is 
now journeying, under’ extradition, 
to Juneau, Alaska, to be tried on a 
charge of murder, was indicted last 
December for killing Deputy United 
States Marshal N. C. Jones at Tread- 
well, Alaska, May 14, 1902. 

Jones, who was connected with the 
IPeniel Mission, annoyed McDonald 
by urging him to close on Sunday 
the great Treadwell gold mines, of 
which he was superintendent, ‘so as 
not to incur the wrath of God.” 

A Coroner’s\ jury exonerated Mc- 
Donald and a Federal grand jury 
failed to indict him at the time. After 
McDonald had gone to Mexico, friends 
and relatives of Jones appealed to 
the Department of Justice at Wash- 
ington and succeeded in having the 
case taken up again.

wireless today from Shukri Pasha, the 
Turkish commander of Adrianople, tv 
his superior officers here, according to 
unofficial reports.

The commander, who has offered such 
a long and gallant defense, urges either 
that peace negotiations be hastened or 
that an immediate attempt to relieve the 
city be undertaken from the Tchatalja 
lines. 

The Turkish ministry is divided in 
opinion and will have difficulty in reach- 
ing any solution of the problem.

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ABOLISH PROSECUTING ATTORNEYSHIP. 

It was a grave mistake to amend the Municipal 
Courts bill in the Legislature so as to strike out 
the clause transferring the powers and duties of 
the Prosecuting Attorney to the Circuit Attorney. 
Unless the amendment is stricken out and the 
bill passed in its original form, the Harvey bill 
should be passed which provides for such transfer.

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The Game Law and the Legislature. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The friends of game protection tn Missouri 
looked to the present Democratic Legislature to 
remedy the evils which rose from the unfortunate 
controversy of two years ago between the Re- 
publican State Game Commissioner and the Demo- 
cratic House. That fight cost the sportsmen of 
the State $47,000, which they had paid into the 


provide money with which to enforce the law and 
protect the game. The money went into the 
general revenue, and was to fthat extent an 
arbitrary tax upon hunting without any return. 


the Game Department was unable to cope with 
the situation, and in 1912 licenses fell off almost 
one-half. This tremendous loss in the’ revenué 
from hunting licenses was wholly due to the 
absence from the field of those deputies whe had 
formerly made it unsafe for the unlicegsed hunter 
t» go out. 

So far from realizing their hopes of the present 
Legislature, the friends of game protection suf- 
fered on Monday the disappointment of learning 
that the House had passed the Fullbright bill, 
which does away with county licenses, increases 
State licenses to $10, and makes the adjoining 
county license $3. If this bill passes the Senate, 
all the good work, done by former Legislatures 
for game protection in Missouri will be undone, 
and Missoufi will become such a plague spot in 
game protection as Arkansas has been for s0 
many years. The present State license is $5, 
and the county license is $1. In 1909, before the 
Game Department was so far crippled that At 
jcould not provide enough deputies to prevent 
unlicensed hunting, there were taken out in the 
State 81,443 county licenses, and 3064 State H- 
censcs. The State licenses brought in $15,320, 
ang the county Heenses $81,448, a total of $96,768. 
The adjoining county license, which means that 
in one’s own 
ccunty but must pay $3 to hunt in an adjoining 
count, is a myth so far as it means anything to 
the revenue from licenses. There is no means of 
identifying anyone as a resident of an adjoining 
county, except in very unusual instances, and 
virtually nobody would take out any such license. 
The revenue for game protection would there- 
fcre have to come altogether from State licenses. 
These, which reached their highest number in 
1°09 at 3064, would bring in $30,640 at twice what 
they cost now. The $81,448 from county licenses, 
which constituted about five-sixths of the whole 
revenue from hunting licenses in Missouri, would 
be wholly lost. Moreover, with more than three- 
feurths of the hunters in the field unlicensed, 
the State license would cease to yield revenue as 
well, simply because the chance of detection 
without it would be reduced to a minimum. Men 
would take advantage of that situation exactly 
as they took advantage of the plight of the Game 
Department in 1912, when county licenses fell 
cff about 40,000. 

The people who believe in the conservation of 
wild life hope to see this ruinous bill fail in 
the Senate. They also hope to see the Legislature 
pass the bill against motorboat shooting—527 in 
the Senate and 889 in the House—and the bill 
against, serving and storing protected game in 
cafes, cold storage plants, commission houses, 
hotels, clubs and public eating houses—Senate 
bill 528 and House bill 890. These bills would 
keep the Missouri and Mississippi rivers open 
for migratory birds, and stop the wholesale eva- 
sion of the law in St. Louis cafes and clubs. 
They would be improvements upon the game law 
which Missouri! has now. The Fullbright bill 
would destroy even that. It is not to be won- 
dered that bird lovers and agriculturists have 
hag to resort to Congress for a Federal law plac- 
ing all migratory birds under Government control 
when the states are so remiss In their duty as 
Missouri shows a tendency to be by the success 
of the Fullbright bill in the, House. The Weekes- 
McLean bill, which places all migratory birds in 
the custody of the Department of Agriculture, 
assed both the House and Senate this year, and 
shortly becomes a law. It is to the shame of the 
states that they would not do this for themselves.

Another Loan Shark Victim. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I noticed in your Sunday “Letters From the 

People” a letter headed, “Avoid the Loan Shark.” 
I am in the same boat exactly as the writer of thé 
letter. I am a stranger in your city. I came 
here last Sept. 15, 1912. I am a.mechanic in the 
building line. The last firm I worked for gave 
me employment for six years, until one bad win- 
ter the work slacked and I was laid off for 
three months. It was not long before I needed 
money, so I borrowed $20 on my household g00u., 
and had to pay back $25. When the note was due 
I still owed a balance of $7 and no work go I 
tried to make another loan from a different com- 
pany. I borrowed enough to payoff this loan 
and some grocer bills; the loan amounted to $70 
I have paid back $65 and still owe them $55. Now 
after I got to work it kept me hustling to pay 
that bill as much as I did. Some weeks I had to 
run grocer bills to make this payment. It was 
rot long until the creditors went to my employer 
as often as three times a month. The loan was 
about due to be paid. He threatened to take my 
gcods at once. My employer told me not to let 
that happen again as he was getting tired of it, 
s0 what could I do? | 
Almost crazy with worry I packed my goods 
and put them in storage, wrote and told the loan 
shark where I had stored my goods, came to St. 
Leuls, almost penniless, went to work here, to 
Save enough to get a little household goods on 
time and put in my coal for the winter. I sent 
one month’s storage charges of $3.three weeks 
ago. 
did not send the balance of $19 at once they 
would sell my goods for storage. I wrote and 
tcld them sometime ago that just as soon as 
work opened up I would try and get the goods 
at once, but they say they can’t wait any longer. 
Please advise what to do as I want to do the 
right thing, but they don’t seem to want to give 
me the chance. Is there not some way of keep- 
ing my goods, as I need all I got for my family?

NO WELCOME FOR DOUGLAS. 


Stephen A. Douglas (the centenary of 
whose birth will occur on April 23) 
wanted to begin his career in St. Louis, 
but found no welcome here. At the age 
of 2 he came West to find the means 
for studying law. His first stop was in 
Cleveland, where he was ill four months, 
He had $40 when he recovered, and, be- 
coming adventurous, as he says in his 
autobiography just printed by Frank 
FE. Stevens of Dixon, Ill., he started 
for St. Louis. 

“At St. Louls I soon found my small 
pittance of money was about exhaust- 
ed, and that I must immediately engage 
in some employment there which would 
defray my expenses, or go to some place 
not far distant where I could do s0. 
My first effort was to obtain a situa- 
tion in some law office in the city, 
where I could write and perform office 
labor sufficient to pay my expenses, 
and during the rest of the time pursue 
my law studies. Here a difficulty pre- 
sented itself which I had not foreseen 
and guarded against. I was more than 
a thousand miles from home, or from 
any person whom I knew or who knew 
me, and had no letters of intro- 
duction. Perceiving this difficulty, I 
felt great delicacy in offering my serv- 
ices. Stern and impending necessity 
staring me in the face, I resolved at 
all hazards to make the effort. I first 
called on Mr. Bates, introduced myself 
and told him my business and situation. 
He received and treated me kindly and 
politely, and informed me that he had 
nothing for me to do, but would be 
happy to see me at his office, etc., for 
all of which I tendered him my grate- 
ful acknowledgments and retired. After 
making a similar effort with like suc- 
cess with Mr. Spaulding, I paid my 
tavern bill and left the city, going to

Miss Bury-Palliser Finds| 


the Average American 
Girl Is Awkward, Walks 
Like a Drillmaster and 
Shakes Hands Like a 
Man. 





Miss Ethel Bury-Palliser is 
an acknowledged authority on 
good manners for young girls 
both in England and in the 
United States. For the benefit 
of American mothers and 
daughters she has given ‘a 
series of interviews to the 
Post-Dispatch, in which she 
not only points out the de- 
fects but suggests the remedies. 

social poise is the opinion of 

other persons besides Miss Ethel 
Bury-Palliser; but she is apparently the 
only woman who makes a business of 
remedying defects in the manner and 
manners of Miss America. 

“Exactly what is the matter with the 
behavior of the average American girl?’ 
I asked her. ¢ 

“She is awkward,’’ Miss Bury-Palliser 
replied, frankly. ‘“‘She is without repose, 
and it is apparently the hardest thing 
in the world for her to acquire. When 
she is not in active motion, her nerves 
and muscles are tense and set. She is 
rarely guilty of conscious rudeness; but 
she simply dqges not know the right way 
of performing the most ordinary social 
duties, or even of making the most or- 
Cinary motions. 

“There is a right way of doing every- 
thing, you see, and about a hundred 
wrong ways. Most persons do not 
know, intuitively, the many little points 
of social deportment. When they seem 
to have grasped these, you will usually 
find that they were taught the right 
thing, but taught it so young that it 
became like second nature, 

S I have said, the American moth- 
er so often neglects teaching her 
daughter even the most obvious good 
manners, before the latter goes away 
to school. Then what is the. result? 
A careless young person who comes into 
the drawing-room like a cow—unless, of 
course, somebody succeeds in giving ner 
some lesons in deportment before her 
drawing-room days begin. 

“The American girl walks as if she 
had been taught by a drillmaster. She 
swings her arms, jerks her elbows, 
wriggles her hips, expending a quite 
unnecessary amount of nervous eneriy 
and presenting an appearance that is 
anything’ but graceful. She puts as 
much vim into her walking as she 
would put into a game of tennis, and 
wears herself out without having anyv- 
thing to show for it. 

“The first thing the girl who walks 
ungracefully should learn is the elimi- 
nation of jerky shoulder and elbow 
movements. She should hold her shoul- 
ders erect and in repose—not rigid. Sn» 
should raise the chest, while kgepins 
the abdomen drawn in, and she should 
not stick her head too far forward. With 
each step, the leg should be swung free- 
ly from the.hip, without bending the 
knee. First one, then the other, while 
the body is poised so that there is no 
movement when the balance ig shifted 
from one foot to the other. 

“In this way a graceful glide will be 
secured. When not carrying anything 
in the hands the arms should be al- 
lowed to fall at the sides a little for- 
ward of the hips. Do not hold them 
rigidly, but let them relax slightly, so 
that they move ever so lightly with the 
motion of the body.” 

‘Is the sitting position of the Amer- 
ican girl as much in need of correction 
as her gait and carriage?’ I asked. 

“At least to an equal degree,’’, replied 
Miss Bury-Palliser. ; 

“Is there anything more utterly un- 
graceful and unseemly than a girl in 
a hobble skirt who sits with her knees 
crossed? I have seen scores of girls 
in this attitude. And to,my protest they 
defend themselves with, ‘Oh, it’s so com- 
fortable!’ I tell them that there are a 
number of comfortable things which we 
don’t do in polite society!

skilled hands. The abolition of slavery 
would secure recognition by our for- 
eign brothers, who knew nothing of the 
good points of our system. If we had 
had Grant’s allowance of men and mon- 
ey and arms and ammunition we could 
have been leisurely about freeing them, 
after we had gained our independence, 
when we could have made a new Con- 
stitution and passed new laws to fit dif- 
ferent conditions.” 

Whether it was the result of “the 
Georgia hot ‘blood’’ or Mr. Cobb’s in- 
dividual temper he was usually in a 
battle with the constituted authorities. 
He worked enthusiastically for the elec- 
tion of Mr. Buchanan and then was the 
first to desert him. He was President 
of the Confederate Congress and fought 
with the President and Cabinet until 
despairing of winning any point against 
them, he resigned and was commis- 
sioned a Brigadier-General, though, as 
he said, he never did much damage to 
the opposing army. 

His impetuosity led him to see only 
that which he wished to see, and he 
really believed that he was stating an 
unshakable verity when, in accepting 
the office of President of ‘the Congress, 
he said that secession was a “‘fixed and 
irrevocable fact,” and that the separa- 
tion was “complete and perpetual.”

Some of the butterflies of this con- 
tinent are the blue, sulphur, cabbage, 
anglewing, painted lady, zebra swallow- 
tail, silverspot, peacock, wood swallow- 
tail, wood nymph, milkweed, tiger 
swallowtail, mourning cloak and re@- 
spotted purple. The naturalist could not 
at first find the bombyx or the kind of 
a butterfly he sought; but he did not 
cease his search nor his journey around 
the world, till he had found his gpeci-

JADMIRAL EATON. 
SUDDEN DEATH 
CAUSE OF INQUIRY 


llIness Sudden, Expired Within 
Few Hours; Autopsy Reveals 
Stomach Inflammation. 


By Associated Press, 

NORWELL, Mass., March 12.—It be- 
came known today that an investiga- 
tion Was begun a few hours after tha 
sudden death last Saturday of Rear 
Admiral Joseph Giles Eaton, U. S. N.. 











retired. 

An autopsy was followed by the an- 
nouncement today that death was due 
to inflammation of the stomach. The 
Sheriff added: : 

“I have nothing to say at this time 
except that an investigation is being 
made.”’ ¢ 

Admiral Eaton became ill Friday and 
diéd the next day on a farfm where he 
had lived since his retirement. 

The medical examiner, Dr. Osgood of 
Rockland, is said to have made a re- 
port to the District Attorney which 
convinced hini of the necessity for an 
immediate exhaustive investigation. 

Rear Admiral Eaton had been in good 
health up to a short time before his 
death, which, it was announced, was 
caused by acute indigestion. 

The members of the family who were 
questioned by the police were Miss Jure 
Eaton, her mother and the latter's 
mother, Mrs. Harrison, and a relative 
of the Rear Admiral’s, a young woman. 

In 1909 naval circles and society were 
startled by a charge made by Mrs, 
Eaton that Joseph G. Eaton Jr., a s- 
months-old baby which had been adopt- 
ed by her and Rear Admiral Eaton, 
had been poisoned. 

Mrs. Eaton and her nheatshée: June, 
insisted that not only had the baby 
been poisoned, but that efforts hai 
been made on several occasions to poi- 
son Mrs. Eaton and her mother, Mrs. 
Harrison. 

The young woman relative of Admiral 
Eaton brought into the case ridiculed 
the stories of attempts to poison, It 
was said she was more friendly with 
the Admiral than with his wife. 

Prof. Whitney of Harvard, after a 
careful investigation, riported that he 
could find no traces of peison in the 
child’s stomach.

Memphis Wife Goes to the 
“Other Woman’s” Flat and 
Fires Without a Wor. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., March  12.—One 
woman's word against another—conflict- 
ing statements by a husband slayer and 
the “other woman"’—have bullt up a 
mystery in the shooting of Augustus 
Schieber, 45 years old, well-known presi- 
dent of the Lee Lumber Co., by his wife, 
2%. Mrs. Schieber and Mrs. Lillian A. 
Howell, a divorcee, the other woman, 
are in. jail. 
The killing occifrred last night in the 
apartments of Mrs. Howell in the Ben- 
ham flats, while Schieber was reading 
to her a letter he had received from his 
mother. Accounts vary as to how Mrs. 
Schieber entered the Howell flat. Her 
first story, according to the police, was 
that she looked into a window, saw her 
husband and the other woman together, 
climbed stealthily in at the window, se+ 
creted herself behind a curtain and 
opened fire on Mrs. Howell, after hear- 
ing a part of the conversation. 

Mrs. Howell declared today she be- 
lieved Mrs. Schieber had secreted her- 
self in the apartment in Mrs. Howell's 
absence en a shopping trip. She assert- 
ed it would have been a physical im- 
possibility for Mrs. Schieber to have 
climbed into the window after Schieber’s 
arrival there without being seen. 

Girl Said to Have Seen Woman. 

Lucille, 13-year-old daughter of Mrs. 
Howell, saw Mrs. Schieber hiding behind 
a curtain, according to Mrs. Howell, 
and ran from the room screaming. 

Mrs. Howell declared that Mrs. 
Schieber fired on Schieber while he 
was standing in the hallway reading the 
letter aloud and while Mrs. Howell was 
in her own room, the door of which 
was open. 

Mrs. Howell said she was not within 
Mrs. Schiebet’s range of vision. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Schieber says 
Mrs. Howell and Schieber were close 
together when she fired and that she 
shot her husband accidentally while try- 
ing to shoot Mrs. Howell. 

Mrs. Howel declared that in the hall- 
way, after Schieber had been shot, she 
had a few words of conversation with 
Mrs. Schieber, who was holding the 
smoking pistol... 

“You don’t want to shoot me, ‘to 
you?’’ Mrs. Howell says she asked Mrs. 
Schieber. 

“No, I just wanted to get him,’’ was 
Mrs. Schieber’s reply, according to Mes. 
Howell. 

Mrs. Howell said she became fright- 
ened at the wild look in Mrs. Schieber’s 
eyes and sought to depart by the hal!- 
way door, when Mrs. Schieber fired tw 
shots at her, emptying the pistol. She 
fell and Mrs. Schieber, she believes, 
jumped out of the first-floor window. 


Result of Long Broodin 
The shooting, according to the P hiends 


of Mrs. Schieber, was the result of long 
brooding over what she terms a most 
flagrant neglect of her for the other 
woman. 

Mrs. Schieber leaped from the win- 
dow and fled to. her home, where the 
officers later arrested her. 

Her husband was rushed to the city 
hospital where he died. A bullet entered 
his left temple. 

Mrs. Howell was not dangerously 
wounded, one of the bullets passing 
through her left forearm. 

Mrs. Schieber was prostrated today, 
and two physicians say her condition 
is critical. The only coherent words she 
uttered were of regret that she shot 
her husband fatally, while the woman 
only was wounded. 


Mother’s Letter Warneg Him 
Schieber was reading a letter from 


his mother, advising him to beware of 
his wife, as his mother was afraid for 
her son’s safety, Mrs. Howell said in 
describing the tragedy. 

Mrs. Howell says she and Schieber 
knew each other as school children 
years ago at Mount Vérnon, Ind., that 
he called at her home often and had 
taken Mrs. Howell, der daughter, Lu- 
cile, and brother-in-law, J. O. Marion, 
and his wife, automobile riding.

KANSAS CITY, MO., March 12.—The 
defense in the third trial of Dr. B, 
Clark Hyde, charged with murder of 
Col. Thomas H. ,Swope, rested this 
morning, when Mrs. Hyde left the stand 
efter the completion of her cross-ex- 
amination by United States Senator J. 
A. Reed. Rebuftal by the State began 
at once. The first witnesses were three 


chemists from the University of Kansas 
and their testimony was to alter the 
status of the Schoenbein test for hydro- 
cyanic acid from a mere eleminative 
test—as asserted by the defense—to a 
powerfully conclusive test. Dr. Hamil- 
ton P. Cady, Dr. EB. H. S. Bailey and 
Dr. .Hubbard Emerson were the unl- 
versity experts. 
The closing hour of cross-examina- 
tion was devoted to efforts to show 
contradiction in Mrs. Hyde’s own 
statements. 
One point was the statement of Mrs, 
Hyde that she had carried her mother’s 
supper to her on the day of Col. Swope’s 
death and that her mother had not 
been present at a meal in the dining’ 
room from the time Moss Hunton died 
until after his funeral.
